SEW SIMPLE 
Rip, Siitch Seams 
For Spring Tunie 


By EUNICE FARMER 


Are you suffering extra bulges 
from the Christmas holidays and 
«an’t find anything in your closet 
lhat fits? Of course you’re going 
to take off weight before spring 
but, in the meantime, here’s a 
nifty idea some of my friends 
are using. 


Rip the side seams up to the 
waist, add a strip of bias to 
the seam allowance in order to 
make a wider extension of the 
seam and loosely whip this ex­ 
tension down to your dress. 


Next, m a k e a contrasting 
colored underskirt or, for a 
really new spring look, add a 
beautiful print underskirt. Your 
dress will now resemble a tunic 
dress and, who knows, you may 
even like it better than its 
original form. 


1 have just finished a very 
thick, heavy wool coat and it 
looked magnificent on the hang­ 
er But. horrors, when 1 wore 
it the collar in back curled up 
and showed about 
inch of the 
collar facing I’m so conscious 


of this I don’t want to wear it 
until it has been fixed. Any good 
ideas you might have would be 
welcome. Judging from the coats 
1 see other women wearing. I’m 
not the only one with this prob­ 
lem.

Dear Mrs. V.G.! 
You have not allowed enough 
extra fabric on the top collar 
to allow it to roll nicely. This 
is more often noticed in coats 
because of the heavy fabric, but 
your problem can be corrected 
tfery easily. 


Remove all the stitches that 
are holding the lining down to 
the back of the neck of your 
coat. Also remove any stitches 
holding the top collar down at 
the neck edge. If the coat had 
a separate neck facing, this will 
have to be ripped where they 
join at the neckline. 


Push up extra fabric in the 
top collar < it doesn’t matter if i 
the seam line doesn’t match at 
the neck). Before you redo the 
meckline, check carefully to be 
!sure you have allowed enough 
'fabric this time When the col­ 
iar rolls perfectly, without show­ 
ing the facing, you may fasten 
the cut edge to the neckline 
tseam. You may have to bring 
;the lining up a little higher to 
•« over this seam irob Peter to 
pay Paul*. 


The kind of skirt that looks 
.’best on me has a pleat at the 
tenter front and also at the 
center back I also like a prin- 
*t ess-style dress wi t h t h e s e 
•pleats, but can never find a 
^pattern that I like w i t h the 


pleats. Do I have to buy two 
patterns? 
Mrs. M.D.R. 


Dear Mrs. M.D.R.: 
It is a very simple thing to 
add a pleat to your garment. 
When adding a pleat to the skirt, 
add 2h inches to the center 
back seam from the waist to the 
hem. If possible, lay the inside 
of the pleat on the fold of the 
fabric to avoid extra bulk in 
the hem. If your skirt fabric is 
very heavy, you may cut away 
one layer of the fabric in the 
pleat (the layer closest to your 
bodyi. 
To add a pleat to the center 
front and center back of a 
princess-style dress (without a 
waistline seaml, draw a line 1 
inch from the seam at the waist 
and angle this line to 3 inches 
at the hem. 
When you extend the pleat al­ 
low ance up to the waist, it is 
not necessary to machine stitch 
the top of the pleat on the right 
side of your garment. This isn't 
done anymore because it often 
pulls and tears at this point, and 
it doesn’t hang even 


Mrs. H. says: Did you ever 
try to oil the small holes of 
your sewing machine and end 
up with the w h o l e machine 
covered with oil? Place a large 
needle (darning needle), in the 
small hole and the oil will 
follow this needle without run­ 
ning all over. 


TAI LOR TR I X WINNER. 
Everyone i s beading compli­ 
cated designs on delicate “after 
five’’ fabrics in order to save 
money and still have glamour. 
You can’t stamp these designs 
on the fabric or it will spoil the 
effect 
because 
the 
stamping 
marks can’t be removed. 
Take the cheapest organdy you 
can find, wash to remove all 
sizing and baste in position on 
the right side of garment. Baste 
through the center if necessary 
to hold in place. Proceed with 
the beading, right through the 
organdy, until the pattern i s . 
finished. Remove the organdy 
by un-weaving it, pull either the 
woof or warp threads, using a 
tweezer. You will find your gar­ 
ni e n t unsoiled and virtually 
wrinkle free. If you could see 
t my pride and joy, a jacket and 
bodice of white satin that I 
i spent 125 hours beading, you 
1 would know why 1 am enthusias­ 
tic about this. 
This will also work on sweat­ 
ers. 1 would also like to recom­ 
mend you use a layer of light­ 
weight, firm cotton under the 
beading. (Do not remove this 
because it will hold your design 
in place.)

Judith Abramson of Sausalito 
has one solution to the problems 
of those who may have difficul­ 
ties finding employment because 
of age, education or racial ori­ 
gin. 
She is the founder and director 
of 
the* College 
of 
California 
Medical Affiliates, which trains 
students of any age and race 
and often of limited education to 
become practical nurses or male 
orderlies. 
Started 14 months ago in San 
Francisco at 1557 Pine Street, 
the school has graduated 350 
students and has placed almost 
all of them. 
In these days of desperate 
shortage of registered nurses, 
it is not surprising that 32 hos- 
tals and 45 nursing and con­ 
valescent hospitals have found 
these workers a God-send. They 
are often signed up by employ­ 
ers before graduation. 
They receive State of Cali- 
nia, Department of Education 
approved certificates entitling 
them to work in hospitals, con­ 
valescent and nursing homes 
and on private duty at patients’ 
homes. 
In November Miss Abramson 
established 
a 
branch 
of 
the 
school in Redwood City, and she 
has 
received 
requests 
from 
other counties 
for 
recruiting, 
training and placing locally. 
The Marin County Health and 
Welfare Department has asked 
her to supply practical nurses 
for care in local homes. 
‘‘So far, not many students 
are coming from Marin,” she 
said, “but if there were strong 
enough indication that people 
in Marin are interested. 1 would 
consider opening a branch of the 
school in Marin. 
“ Because of the shortage of 
registered nurses, the trend of 
people to live longer and the 
trend toward caring for patients

Senate Reapportionment 
W ill Come As Big Shock 


THE FULL SIGNIFICANCE of the 
court order to reapportion the Califor­ 
nia state senate has not yet been gen­ 
erally recognized. 
It may not be generally recognized 
for some time to come. But it inevit­ 
ably— and painfully— must be. 
“Our historic form of government in 
this state is going to be ended,” Sena­ 
tor Randolph Collier has said on num­ 
erous occasions, starting with his talk 
at the Redwood Empire Assn. conven­ 
tion at Crescent City last fall. 
Historically California like most oth­ 
er states has patterned its upper house 
after the U.S. Senate where represen­ 
tation is based on geographical area 
rather than population alone. This sys­ 
tem has provided in California for rep­ 
resentation of area interests which can 
be lost (that is, go unrepresented) if 
election of senators were to be based 
strictly on population. 
Then came the U.S. Supreme Court 
’’one man-one vote" decision which re­ 
quires in effect that state senates be 
reapportioned on the basis of popula­ 
tion, in preference to geographic areas 
of common interest. 


THERE WERE SOME in the Cali­ 
fornia senate who considered ways of 
circumventing the decision. The most 
obvious method mentioned was merely 
to place a reapportionment measure on 
the ballot. This would be logical since 
the present apportionment was deter­ 
mined by a vote of the people. A radi­ 
cal change would surely be defeated 
at the polls. Then the Supreme Court 
could go jump in a lake. 
Trouble is, when other states tried 
such monkeyshines, they were threat­ 
ened by an arbitrary reapportionment 
from the court. 
Oklahoma is facing that right now. 
The calmer, more reasonable, wiser 
heads have prevailed in the California 
senate. Sen. Stephen P. Teale (D-Cala- 
veras County), is heading a committee 
which is trying to bring some order out 
of the chaos resulting from the court 
order for reapportionment by n e x t 
July. 


Teale discussed his committee’s 
work to date with members of the 
California 
Newspaper 
Publishers 
Assn. in Sacramento last week. 


TEALE AND HIS COMMITTEE have 
accepted the supreme challenge: Re­ 
align California's 40 Senate districts 
according to population and still retain 
a community of interest within each 
district and still provide representation 
for most of the area interests now rep­ 
resented in the senate, such as agricul­ 
ture, 
lumbering, 
mountain 
county 
economics, and so forth. 
Surprisingly, Senator Teale and his 
group seem to be making progress to­ 
ward meeting the supreme challenge. 
But the solution cannot in the end 
be a happy one. The number of senate 
districts north of Los Angeles must in­ 


e v ita b ly be cut in half. The number 
from Los Angeles south must be 
doubled 


N o r th e r n California (north of the 
Tehachapi Mountain range— which 
rises barely beyond the northern 
city limits of Los Angeles) must 
end up with only a small minority 
voice in the California senate. 


It's awful. There are only two good 
things that can be said about it. First, 
Senator Teale’s committee is doing the 
best that can be done to minimize the 
injustice of it. Second, he reports that 
participating senators have demon­ 
strated a concern first for the welfare 
of the people they represent and sec­ 
ond for their own personal political 
welfare. 


WHEN SENATOR TEALE’S com­ 
mittee's plan is unfolded before the 
public in final form, it inevitably will 
come as a shock, and the first reaction 
may be almost universal condemna­ 
tion. 
But when the du^t settles, it is to be 
hoped that the truth will prevail and 
that it can be accepted for what it is: 
The very best effort possible to bring 
order out of the court-imposed chaos. 


It all adds up to the strongest pos­ 
sible endorsement for Senator Kuch- 
el's proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment to permit the people of each 
state to vote an apportionment of 
one of their legislative houses on a 
basis other than population alone.

Air Commandos Are Special

EGLIN AFB, Fla. (UPI) -

Cigarette Smokers 
Due For More Tax 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)-Ciga- 
rette smokers apparently are in 
the sights of the legislative guns 
this year as the easiest target 
for a tax increase. 


That was the opinion of the 
two top leaders of the legisla­ 
ture, Senator Hugh M. Bums, 
D-Fresno, president pro tem of 
the senate, and Assembly Speak­ 
er Jesse M. Unruh. D-Inglewood. 
The two lawmakers, on their 
weekly Hughie-Jesse televised 
press conference, were asked 
which of the various new tax 
proposals they felt had the most 
chance for enactment. 


“The cigarette tax.” said 
Burns without h e s i t a t i o n . 
“Cigarette smokers are sort 
of like sitting ducks around 
here. 
They 
would 
be 
the 
easiest to knock over. We 
cigarette 
smokers 
are 
not 
organized.” 


Unruh, a non-cigarette smok­ 
er, agreed. 


“ I certainly agree that the 
easiest tax to pass would be the 
cigarette tax because of the 
build up in the health situation,” 
Unruh said. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown has 
proposed an increase from 3 
cents to 8 cents a package on 
the cigarette levy. A tax pro­ 
posal of Assemblyman Nicholas 
C. Petris, D-Oakland, chairman 
of the assembly revenue and 
taxation committee, also calls 
for the boost in the smoking tax 
Both the Brown plan and Petris 
plan, which is supported by 
Unruh, also would impose a 20 
per cent tax on other tobacco 
products, such as cigars and 
pipe tobacco. 


Bums said he felt the most 
c o n t r o v e r s y would center 
around proposals to establish 
a payroll withholding system 
for personal income tax and 
an increase in the income tax. 
However, Burns said he felt 


both p r o p o s a l s would be 
adopted by the legislature this 
year. 


Unruh said he felt sales tax 
and income tax increases should 
be accepted together as a pack­ 
age. But he said it would be 
difficult to win approval of such 
a package tax increase if there 
were not serious reforms and 
reductions in the local property 


tax. 


The Petris-Unruh tax plan 
would increase state taxes by 
some $1 billion a year, includ­ 
ing a 1-cent increase in sales 
tax and sizable increases in 
personal income taxes. Of the 
total in new revenue, some 
$700 million would be returned 
to the cities, counties and 
school districts in subventions. 
I The 
measure, for instance, 
would require a 25 per cent 
reduction in property 
taxes 
for schools. 


The plan also would call for 
elimination of the business in­ 
ventories tax. Unruh said this 
would indicate the legislature 
was interested in creating a 
tavorable business climate and 
also would remove the need for 
subterfuge in the inventory tax 
collection—such as storing m a­ 
terials outside of the state at 
tax time. 


Unruh said it was hoped a 
technique could be developed 
that would prevent counties 
or school districts from raising 
taxes. 


He said the present thinking 
is that local taxing agencies 
would be required to go to a 
vote of the people for tax in­ 
creases above a certain level. 
In addition, Unruh said there 
should be a standard formula 
for assessing property for tax 
purposes, thus preventing local 
agencies from raising assessed 
values out of line for more 
taxes.

The arsenal includes .50 cali­ 
ber machineguns, 20 m.m. can­ 
nons, bombs and rockets. But 
•the planes have been modern­ 
ized to carry a lot more fire­ 
power than their counterparts 
! of the 1940's. 
Almost all commandos a r e 
, volunteers from other branches 
of the Air Force. 


Before being shipped to Viet 
Nam, they receive special sur- 
v i v a 1 and 
prisoner-of-war 
training at Stead AFB near 
Reno, Nev. Here they get an 
800-word vocabulary in French 
l e a r n Oriental hand-to-hand 
combat and parachuting and 
are trained to fly at treetop 
level to drop bombs and fire 
at targets. 


WASHINGTON - When the 
dust finally settles at Colorado 
Springs, when the last disgraced 
Air Force cadet has been dis­ 
til i s s e d and the rest have 
solemnly reaffirmed their dedi­ 
cation to the academ y’s honor 
code, 
some b a s i c questions 
about student cheating will still 
require answers. 
These questions—probing the 
role of the schools themselves 
in encouraging cheating — re­ 
quire answers not from the Air 
roree Academy but from the 
nation’s entire education estab- 
ishment. 


The problem is not confined 
to service academies, though 
Colorado Springs and West 
Point (a decade ago) have 
thrust it into the spotlight. 


Findings of a nationwide sur­ 
vey published only last month 
made it painfully obvious that 
student cheating is widespread. 
Columbia University’s bureau of 
applied social research inter­ 
viewed almost 6.000 college stu­ 
dents on 99 campuses and re­ 
ported that at least half “ have 
e n g a g e d in some form of 
cheating.” 
The 50 per cent estimate was 
described as “ probably conser­ 
vative.” 


No comparable survey has 
been made of cheating below 
the college level, but there is 
no doubt that it occurs at 
l e a s t as often. Most high 
school students can give per­ 
sonal testimony of cheating 
by their classmates. 


Why? Educators, who assign 
high importance to motivation 
as a factor in learning, have 
displayed surprisingly little in­ 
terest in what motivates stu­ 
dents to cheat. Why should a 
student risk his reputation and 
perhaps his future to improve 
his showing on a test or raise a 
course grade? 


One reason is that the risk 
is small. Students are ingen­ 
ious 
and 
the 
challenge 
of 
“beating the system” must 
itself account for some of the 
cheating 
that 
takes 
place. 
F u r t h e r m o r e , even when 
cheating is detected it is often

overlooked. 
Cases 
can 
be 
documented w h e r e colleges 
have deliberately ignored evi­ 
dence of cheating to avoid the 
kind of scandal that engulfed 
the Air Force Academy last 
month. 


But 
the 
gamesmanship 
of 
| cheating does not account for its 
prevalence, and neither do facile 
generalizations about 
“ human 
nature” or the breakdown of 
morality in our society. 
P art of the blame must rest 
with 
the 
schools 
themselves, 
and their failure to practice 
what they preach. 
It is an article of educational 
faith, for example, that scholar- 
! ship must be pursued for its 
| own sake—that knowledge is its 


own reward. But students learn 
from the earliest grades that the 
premium is placed on grades, 
not on learning. They are in­ 
duced to study for the sake of 
marks, to get good marks in 
order to be admitted to college, 
to go to college in order to en­ 
hance their “ earning power." 


When the school itself—not 
to mention the home and the 
community—stresses the sem­ 
blance rather than the sub­ 
stance of scholarship, it is not 
surprising that students turn 
to shortcuts. 


Another cardinal precept of 
education is that the goal is 
understanding, not rote memori­ 
zation of sterile information. 


But the tests that make cheat­ 
ing easy and profitable do not 
measure 
understanding; 
they 
gauge the ability to regurgitate 
facts. 


An oral examination—a dia­ 
logue between teacher and stu­ 
dent that actually plumbs the 
depths of knowledge (or ignor­ 
ance)—is a costly and time- 
consuming enterprise, and one 
that 
is 
discouraged 
by 
the 
economics of mass education. 
This is also true, to a somewhat 
lesser extent, of the carefully 
graded essay examination. 


The student confronted with 
a multiple-choice or true-false 
“objective test” that can be 
scored by machine or by the 


school handiman may come to 
believe, not without reason, 
that the process bears only a 
peripheral relationship to edu­ 
cation. He may feel, rightly 
or wrongly, that he will never 
need to know the required an­ 
swers once the test is over. 
He may cheat. 


All this is not to imply that 
students cheating should be en­ 
couraged, 
condoned 
or 
even 
tolerated. 
But 
it 
suggests 
a 
question 
for e d u c a t o r s to 
ponder: 
Given the “ shortcuts” in our 
education system, are not the 
students who cheat—and cer­ 
tainly those who are honest— 
as 
much 
sinned 
against as 
sinning'1

State Payroll Might 
Be Boosted By 7,762

The 
state payroll, already the big­ 
gest 
in California, 
would be 
boosted by 7,762 more govern­ 
ment employees and $55 2 mil­ 
lion under the budget Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown sent to the 
legislature. 


The g o v e r n o r ' s 1965-66 
spending program proposes a 
total state work force of 153,143 
with a payroll of $1,148,334,868. 


As usual, the bulk of new em ­ 
ployees — 3,833 — would be for 
education. The new employees 
in educational fields would add 
$31 4 million to the current $340 
million payroll and raise the 


total number of people to 46,903. 


The Resources Agency, most­ 
ly for the W ater Resources De­ 
partment, would get 979 new 
employees for a total of 10,674; 
highway transportation agen­ 
cies would get 650 for a total 
of 29,185; corrections would 
get 590 for a total of 9,827. 


The governor also proposed a 
$50 million pay boost for state 
employees, but did not include it 


in his basic budget. 


The raise thus would depend 
on the legislature’s action on 
his supplementary budget and 
tax requests.

“They have a great deal of 
pride,” he said 
“ For many, 
1 it’s a personal thing , . , this 
meeting the Communist threat 
i face to face.” 


U.S. Strikes North Viet Nam

Communist guerrilla attacks on major Ameri­ 
can installations in the central plateau of South Viet 
Nam touched off reprisal U.S. air strikes in North 
Viet Nam. 
A new and holder U.S. policy became more 
apparent as the week progressed. .Major involve­ 
ment in Viet Nam was now being equated with 
major risks. 
In an effort to contain the growing Communist 
offensive, the Johnson administration made a decision 
to strike hard at Communist bases and supply lines in 
the north. One strike after the Gulf of Tonkin attack 
last August temporarily had deterred the Commu­ 
nists from attacks aimed directlv at Americans, but 
the Sunday attack by 49 carrier-based U.S. planes and 
a follow-up by U.S. and South Vietnamese Air Force 
planes on Monday did not have that effect. 
Major engagements near the strategic South 
Vietnamese Air Force base of Da Nang w e r e 
waged by Communist forces on Tuesday accom­ 
panied by guerrilla attacks. 
On Wednesday Viet Cong terrorists blew up a 
U.S. barracks at Quinhon, killing 21 GIs, More than 
160 U.S. and South Vietnamese fighter planes re­ 
taliated with strikes on military installations across 
the border in North Viet Nam. 
Some 1,819 American dependents in South 
Viet Nam were ordered home, with next Wednes­ 
day set as a target date for completing the evacua­ 
tion. 
Communist China reacted predictably, warning 
that U.S. action was “undisguised war provocation 
and said its people would not “stand idly by."

and independent unions. 


The IUE. which claims 280.000 
dues-paying members, has been 
plagued by adversity for some 
time. The union is losing mem­ 
bers. and is beset by severe in­ 
ternal 
discord 
and 
financial 
problems. To quote an AFL-CIO 
official. IUE “has been taking 
a beating” in contract negotia­ 
tions with its largest employer, 
the General Electric Co. 
Carey, who has been lU E’s 
president since the union was

created 16 years ago. is reported 
to be losing control over the un­ 
ion. He was recently reelected 
by a margin of only 2.100 out of 
133.000 votes cast in a bitter 
emotion-charged election.

New Jersey district, is chal­ 
lenging the results. 


The Reuther merger proposal 
was formally made in a letter 
to Carey last Monday. 
Discussion of the UAW-IUE 
merger has been under way for 
a few weeks. One informed labor 
source said Carey opposes the 
merger, but that Reuther has 
lined up sufficient support on 
lUE’s 
31 - member 
executive 
board to bring the issue to a 
head at this time. 


Although most of I AW s 1.2 
million members are employed 
in the auto industry and the 
IUE’s in electrical manufac­ 
turing, there is some overlap 
in the two union’s jurisdiction. 
For example, L AW represents 
workers in a General Elec­ 
tric locomotive manufacturing 
plant and IUE has organized 
a General Motors appliance 
plant. There is also some over­ 
lap in metal fabricating shops 
and in electronics. 


Reuther is the president and 
Carey the secretary-treasurer of 
the AFL-CIO’s industrial union 
department. 
They have been 
close allies in political and ideo­ 
logical battles against organized 
labor’s more conservative ele­ 
ments over the past years. 


Some sources speculate that 
Carey has informally accepted 
the Reuther proposal, but that 
the deal is still up m the air 
pending agreement on Carey’s 
“ price.” Even if this is so. there 
is some question of Carey’s abil­ 
ity to "deliver” the IUE to an­ 
other union. 
Reuther’s merger proposal is 
regarded as a means of getting 
a head-start for UAW on other 
unions eager to gobble up the 
IUE Up to now. AFL-CIO Pres­ 
ident George Meany has held off 
raiding aspirations of such other 
unions as the International As­ 
sociation of Machinists, the In­ 
ternational Brotherhood of Elec­ 
trical Workers, and the Inter­ 
national Union of Operating En­ 
gineers Each is active in indus­ 
tries and occupations in which 
the IUE has members. 
At least two other unions, both 
independent of the AFL-CIO, are 
also casting covetous eyes on 
the IUE—the United Electrical 
W’orkers tUE) and the Team­ 
sters Union. 


IUE was founded as an ac­ 
ceptable offshoot of the UE 
when the UE left the now-de­ 
funct CIO in a squabble over

Industry sources say UE still 
I has greater strength than its 
160.000 membership shows. 
It 
lost by only a handful of votes 
in the last union representation 
election against IUE at GE’s 
large Lynn, Mass., plant.

Profile Of A Marinite—Armin Truttman 


Despite The Price And Labor Squeeze, 


' It's A Good L ife / Says Olema Dairyman 


By RICHARD LYTTLE 


The milk industry, well repre­ 
sented in Marin, has performed 
a small miracle in the last 20 
years to combat the growing 
pressure 
of 
the 
cost - price 
squeeze. 
More efficient methods have 
been found to hold down produc­ 
tion costs wherever 
possible, 
but the big gain in the battle 
against costs has been with the 
cows 
themselves. 
Production 
has just about doubled. 
How have the cows been per­ 
suaded to do this? 


YOU CAN find out pretty fast 
by visiting one of Marin’s dairy 
farm s and talking briefly with 
the 
operator. 
The 
Truttm an 
Brothers Dairy just south of 
Olema is a fine example. 
It is operated on leased land 
by Frank and Armin Truttman. 
The brothers took over the 
operation in 1943. There were 
just 110 cows then. Now there 
are over 200 being milked each

day and their average individual 
production is 77 per cent more 
than that of the original cows. 


BREEDING AND feed man­ 
agement have been the two keys 
in the production boost, Armin 
Truttm an explains. Perhaps the 
biggest change is in breeding. 
Just about every dairy in Ma­ 
rin uses artificial insemination. 
The Truttm ans were among the 
first in the area to start using 
it for their Holstein herd. 
Armin Truttm an has served 
on the board of the Pacific 
Breeders Cooperative in Peta­ 
luma for many years. The co­ 
operative acquires the bulls — 
better bulls than most small 
farm ers could afford to buy — 
for production of the semen. 
This can be diluted and used 
to service 150 to 200 cows. 


THIS NOT ONLY provides a 
quicker way of improving the 
herd, but also gives surer serv­ 
ice than the old, natural way, 
Truttm an says. 
He and his brother keep all 
the heifer calves, raising them 
for replacement. The bull calves 
are sold for veal stock soon 
after they are dropped. 
When the Truttm ans took over 
in the war years, hay was still 
being produced for the dairy 
herds on the Marin hillsides. 


THE TRUTTMANS were rais­ 
ed near Merced and recognized 
almost at once that Marin was 
not real hay-raising country. 
* We had 
some hay 
fields 
here, but 1 had a hard time fig­ 
uring out when they should be 


cut,” Armin Truttm an says by 
way of explaining the weather 
difference between Marin and 
the San Joaquin Valley. 
The Truttm ans were soon hav­ 
ing all their hay trucked in 
from the Central Valleys. The 
hay land was converted to pas­ 
turage. 


IT IS PRETTY hard to find 
a hay field in West Marin these 
days. The alfalfa from the hot 
Central Valley is stronger than 
the 
timothy 
and vetch once 
raised in Marin. 
Feeding of concentrates, the 
high protein grains, has also 
added more kick to the cow’s 
diet as her production increased. 
The Truttm ans have a large 
hay barn near Byron in Contra 
Costa County for storage. Dur­ 
ing the sum m er months when 
hay is being harvested, it goes 
into the barn at Byron. 


THIS 
PROVIDES 
a 
year- 
round hay depot for the opera­ 
tion in Olema and does away 
with the need for a large stor­ 
age facility far from the supply. 
It 
also 
provides 
year-round 
work for truckers, usually hun­ 
gry for jobs in the 
winter­ 
time. 
The Truttm ans put all the 
m anure from the dairy onto 
their 
nearby 
leased 
pasture 
land. They also let the grass in 
one or two fields go to seed each 
year. This is done on a five-to- 
six year rotation basis to assure 
good pasturage. 
Armin Truttm an does not be­ 
lieve in a lot of farm gadgets. 
He has found that a simple op­ 


eration is best when it comes to 
mechanics. 


“WE TRY TO keep away 
from equipment as much as pos­ 
sible,” he says. "There are cer­ 
tain things, however, you have 
to have.” 
The Truttm an barn is equip­ 
ped with an enclosed system for 
mechanical milkers. The milk 
comes right from the cow into 
the system. It enters a stainless 
steel storage tank where it is 
cooled and continuously agitated 
until the market truck arrives. 
The Truttm ans market through 
the Western Dairyman’s Coop 
erative, which supplies Arden 
Farm s. 
Armin Truttm an has 
served as a director of this co­ 
operative. 


IN FACT, THERE are very 
few 
agricultural organizations 
with which he has not been 
active. 
He has been a director of the 
Marin County Farm Bureau, 
chairm an of the bureau’s dairy 
committee, vice president of the 
Dairym an’s Milling Co. of No­ 
vato, 
state 
president 
of 
the 
American Dairyman’s Assn. and 
a national director of the asso­ 
ciation. 
Truttm an sometimes marvels 
that he has any time left for the 
dairy. 


B IT IIE THINKS it is vital 
for dairymen to keep up with 
new developments. 
Production 
methods will have to be improv­ 
ed even more in the future. 
"Dairym en will have to oper­ 
ate on smaller parcels due to 


the increase in taxes and they 
will have to do it more effi­ 
ciently,” Truttm an said. 
What about Marin? 


TRUTTMAN BELIEVES it is 
only a m atter of time, perhaps 
about 20 years, oefore dairy o p 
erations will shift from Marin 
due to rising land values. 
He believes the Bay Area 
m arket will probably be su p 
plud from dairies in the Central 
Valleys. 
Rising land costs are not the 
only problem facing dairymen. 
Labor is another problem, and 
the loss of the braccro program 
will do nothing to help. It can't 
help but make manpower for 
dairies more scarce. 


DAIRYMEN ARE competing 
with industry in the labor m ar­ 
ket, Truttm an says. The Trutt­ 
man dairy has a staff of six 
men. Truttm an adds that he has 
been luckier than most in k eep 
ing good men. 
The rancher’s price for milk 
has not increased since 1952, 
Truttm an says. It is tough to 
compete in the labor m arket 
with industries that have had 
constantly 
increasing 
prices, 
Truttm an notes. 
He says it is often hard to 
convince consumers that the 
dairym en's milk price has not 
gone up. 
Increases in retail 
price for milk has been taken 
up by the middleman, mainly 
the distributor, Truttm an ex­ 
plains. 


WITH THESE problems, and 
the constant struggle to im­ 
prove production, it’s a wonder 
that anyone slays in the dairy 
business. 
"Oh, it’s a good life,” Trutt­ 
man says. " It’s hard work, but 
at least we don’t have to punch 
a time-clock.” 
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Originality In 
The Folk Field 


That's The Aim O f Marin's 
Talented New Albion Trio 


There’s too much imitation 
and not enough originality in 
the folk music field. 
So believes Glen Carlson of 
Mill Valley. 
And for that reason, he and 
two other Marinites who have 
joined their talents to form the 
New Albion Trio have been 
careful to chart their own way. 


“ W E WANT TO avoid set 
patterns,” he says. “ We want 
to be ourselves, not a carbon 
copy of some other group that 
has already attained success.” 
The New Albion Trio makes 
its Marin debut this evening, 
performing under the auspices 
of the Homestead Valley Im­ 
provement Club in Brown’s Hall 
at Mill Valley. Their concert 
begins at 8:30 o’clock. 
The three members of the 
trio are already well known tq, 
Marin music lovers. 


CARLSON, 40, was born and 
reared in San Rafael. He at­ 
tended the University of Cali­ 
fornia to earn his degree in 
anthropology and music. Mar­ 
ried and the father of four chil­ 
dren, he presently heads the 
Creative Music School in San 
Rafael. 
Christopher Bratt is 34 years 
old, San Francisco-born, San 
Francisco State College-educat­ 
ed in industrial arts and music. 
He and wife Nancy moved to 
San Rafael in 1956 and he is a 
partner in a general contract­ 
ing business here. 
The Bratts have three chil­ 
dren. 


CHRIS IS THE son of “ show 


business’ parents, his mothe/ 
having 
sung 
professionally, 
while his father played violin 
and piano before becoming an 
actor. A grandfather wrote mu­ 
sic and played the piano. 
Lynn Elder was born in the 
South. He moved to the Bay 
Area in 1954 and graduated from 
Tamalpais High School. 
Elder, now 31, was educated 
at Dartmouth College, majoring 
in mathematics, but participat­ 
ing in college drama and music. 
He is now instructing in guitar 
at Creative Music School while 
studying English at College of 
Marin. 


ELD ER IS THE lone bachelor 
in the trio. 
Bratt and Carlson have been 
playing together for six years 
now. Then last summer, they 
met Elder, and the idea for a 
trio bloomed. 
“ With Elder, we felt that we 
could express ourselves more 
adequately than we did as a 
duo.” Carlson says. 
Elder’s versatility particularly 
appealed to Carlson and Bratt, 
both of whom play guitar and 
banjo. Elder, in addition to 
those string instruments, has 
mastered the recorder, flute and 
autoharp. 


“ W E W ER E particularly in­ 
trigued with the idea of using 
the recorder,” Carlson says. “ It 
is a rather unusual instrument 
in the folk music area, although 
it shouldn’t be.” 
What the New Albion Trio 
wants particularly to avoid is 
the 
‘ guitar-strumming 
type” 


sound heard so frequently these 
days. 
“ There’s a surplus of that 
kind of thing,” says spokesman 
Carlson. “ It's pretty static.” 
The trio describe their músic­ 
as “ contemporary folk.” but 
add that “ the effect is really 
classic.” 


THIS, THEY believe, is be­ 
cause they all have professional 
and varied backgrounds in mu­ 
sic with fine, trained voices. 
The “ play by ear” and “ ma 
taught me to pick” groups are 
restricted in their range and 
material, they say. 
But the Marin trio feels it has 
virtually unlimited flexibility. 
“ We can even read the stuff 
we blow to." says Carlson in 
claiming the title of “ true mu­ 
sicians" for himself and his 
associates. 


TH EIR R EPER T O IR E may 
include some of the neo-folk 
songs of social protest. But it 
also includes some of the tradi­ 
tional folk tunes. 
“ Although cur arrangements 


given even the traditional songs 
a contemporary feeling.” Carl­ 
son says. 
The new group selected their 
name from the title given this 
area by Sir Francis Drake and 
other early seacoast explorers 
—New Albion. 
•The group has hopes of ulti­ 
mately establishing themselves 
as a full-fledged, successful en­ 
tertainment entity, with records, 
television 
appearances, night­ 


club dates and all the othe 
trappings. 


BUT THEY also hope to re 
turn eventually to the coneer 
stage -just where they are start 
ing out tonight. 
“ In the long run.” Carlson ex 
plains, “ that is the most satis­ 
factory experience for the mu­ 
sician.” 
Dave Brown of Mill Valley 
backs up the trio tonight on the 
bass.

Their Media

Mutilated drawing b o a r d s , 
burnt styrofoam, crushed beer 
cans, and old nylons—that’s art? 
Sir Francis D r a k e High 
School’\s 31 advanced drawing 
and painting students are con­ 
vinced that it is. 
This startling conclusion was 
reached during their first real 
attempt at assemblage art. 


EACH STUDENT was allotted 
one old, extremely well-worn 
drawing board and told to create 
a purely individual composition 
—something unusual and very 
expressive. The only require­ 
ments were that he create vari­ 
ous textures and apply them to 
the board’s surface with poly- 
art. Poiy-art is a plastic-base 
paint, that may be used as a 
glue. 
Garbage cans, old toy boxes, 
attics and basements became 
virtual treasure chests filled 
with bounty—gorgeous pieces of 
absolute junk. 
Anything with an odd shape or 
surface was confiscated. 


GOING FROM a collection of 
junk like th»s to a work of art is 
no easy task. It takes a vivid 
imagination and a keen eye for 
design quality. To make things 
more difficult for the artist, he 
is working with random pieces 
of material instead of a media 
that he is familiar with—such as 
poster color or watercolor. 
This project was by no means 
all work and no play! 
It started out as a serious 
step along the road to oil paint­ 
ing. Its original purpose was to 
create in the aspiring artists a 
feeling of compositional free­ 
dom, and to give them some 
knowledge of texture. Both free­ 
dom and texture must be incor­ 
porated in a good oil painting.

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struclor Joseph Biasotti allotted each of 
his 31 students an old, well-worn draw ­ 
ing board.

officer in charge of the 20-man 
Fabrication Branch of the 78th 
Field Maintenance Squadron at 
Hamilton. 


A NATIVE OF Sioux Falls, 
S. D., she wields the “ big stick’’ 
for perfecting the proper main­ 
tenance, inspection and repack­ 
ing of all drag chutes and para­ 
chutes used on jet aircraft, and 
by flying personnel at the base. 
But that’s not all! Like the 
chores of most women, “ house­ 
hold” duties for Sergeant John­ 
son extend beyond the obvious. 
The Fabrication Branch, one 
of three main divisions of the 
78th Field Maintenance Squad­ 
ron, is broken down into five 
sections, all of which have def­ 
inite areas of responsibility de­ 
signed 
to 
“ bring 
’em 
back 
alive.” 


“ WE’RE NOT interested in the 
issuing of the chutes, or any oth­ 
er equipment that we service,” 
said the blue-eyed, 13-year veter­ 
an of Air Force duty. 
“ Our job is to make sure that 
the equipment that is issued by 
the Personal Equipment people 
is in the best of condition.” 
Agnes, the name many of her 
close friends and fellow non-com­ 
missioned officers like to call 
her, feels that there is a bit of 
the woman’s touch to the job. 


FOR INSTANCE, in the Para­ 
chute and Drag Chute sections, 
whenever material is found to 
be dirty, or if a crew member 
has bailed out in salty sea wa­ 
ters, it becomes necessary to 
give the chutes a thorough wash­ 
ing. 
But then what other woman 
would ever have an opportunity 
to hang her wash to dry some 65 
feet in the air? 
“ That’s the reason for the 
wide, oblong structure in the 
center of the building,” the smil­ 
ing NCO explained. 


SERGEANT 
JOHNSON 
and 
the 15 airmen and five civilians 
assigned to her branch seldom 
have the occasion to work a 
normal five-day week—princi­ 
pally because of alert exercises, 
designed to keep the Air Defense 
Command flying units at Hamil­ 
ton combat ready at all times. 
“ There are also weekends that 
we have to cater to personnel 
flying transit aircraft into Ham­ 
ilton,” said the female para­ 
chute rigger. 
Agnes #irst enlisted in the Air 
Force in April of 1951. Following 


basic training at Lackland Air 
Force Base, Tex., and Parachute 
Rigger School at Chanute Base, 
111., she began working in the 
field as an apprentice at Seward 
Base, Tenn. 


THE SOUTH Dakota-born lass 
came to Hamilton following a 
second tour at Chanute and her 
first re-enlistment. 
In 1959, while working as a 
senior parachute rigger, she be­ 
came the “ non-com” in charge 
of 
the 
Hamilton 
Fabrication 
Branch. 
“ I was outranked by another 
NCO in 1961,” she recalled. “ But 
he later transferred and I re­ 
sumed the supervisor position 
again last year.” 


THE OTHER sections of the 
branch include Survival Equip­ 
ment, where service is rendered 
on all life rafts, preservers, ex­ 
posure suits and the like; Fabric 
Section, which upholsters any­ 
thing made of fabric in an air­ 
craft such as the head rest, seat 
cushions, floor mats, etc., and 
the Control Surface Section, re­ 
sponsible for resurfacing air­ 
craft rudders and ailerons, and 
the elevators on prop-type air­ 
planes. 
There are probably some that 
might feel the job of assuring 
absolute safety of equipment for 
flying personnel is not the kind 
of career a woman in the Air 
Force would seek. 
Very few do! 


BUT IF EVER an individual 
on flying 
status assigned to 
Hamilton base entertains pre­ 
monitions of unfortunate mis­ 
haps while in flight, an early 
morning visit to a quaint old 
building on the south end of the 
base would certainly put those 
qualms to rest. 
There . . . if you’re early 
enough . . . will be a tall, well- 
proportioned female 
sergeant, 
wearing 
blue denim 
trousers 
and smoking a filter tip cigar­ 
ette, looking off into the sur­ 
rounding hillsides. 
And should you stay until the 
hour of 7:30 a.m ., you’ll catch 
a glimpse of the back of her 
auburn-haired head entering a 
doorway with only one descrip­ 
tive nameplate: 
“ See Us . . . We Always Let 
You Down!” 
Just follow her in. You’ll be 
impressed by the way the ser­ 
geant carries out the important 
responsibilities that have been 
assigned her.

Dink Robart Likes To Work With Horses 


Young Trainer Says He Learns More 
Than He Teaches His Charges

All his 21 years, young David 
.Dink) Robart has been around 
horses. 
And he hopes and plans to be 
around them the remainder of 
his life. 
He was born and reared near 
Phoenix, Ariz.. where his father 
was a rancher. 
Before he even reached his 


teens, he was riding and acting 
in television westerns — using 
his earnings from his first TV 
job to purchase his first horse. 


AND EVEN now. while in the 
Air 
Force 
and 
stationed 
at 
Hamilton Base as a jet me­ 
chanic. he continues to devote 
his off-duty hours to horses— 
‘ breaking” or training mounts 
for Marinites on a pasture he 


rents near his Forest Knolls 
home, or traveling to buy and 
sell horses. 
He will be out of the Air Force 
in April, And then it will be 
back to horses, full-time, for 
him. 
First, he will return to Ari/.ona 
where his father now has a race 
horse farm. 


“ I’VE NEVER worked with 


thoroughbreds,” D i n k s ays, 
“ and it’s an experience I want 
to have.” 
Then he has hopes of resum­ 
ing his career in television. 
Or he may return to Marin to 
continue trading and training 
horses. 
“ Marin has been my home 
now for four years. I like it,” he 
says, “ and I could make a good 
living here.” 


AS A SM ALL boy. Dink used 
to watch the cowboys on his 
father’s ranch riding and break­ 
ing horses. And he was still a 
lad when he began taking up 
that work himself under the 
expert tutilege of the seasoned 
cowhands.

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often on the spoiled side.” 


“ TO TRAIN a horse.” Dink 
says, “ you must first choose a 
horse that is suited to your pur­ 
pose. It is best to pick a breed 
that has a record of outstanding 
accomplishment in the field in 
which you wish to work. For ex­ 
ample. a thoroughbred for rac­ 
ing. hunting and jumping, a cow 
pony for cutting and roping, and 
so forth.” 
Most of Dink's own experience 
has been with the cow pony. 
The best possible health of the 
horse is essential if the training 
program is to succeed, he adds. 


“ SO TH E FIR ST step in train 
ing any horse is to develop a 
diet or a ration, as it is called, 
that will keep the horse con­ 
tented 
and 
in 
good 
health 
throughout the period of train­ 
ing. 
“ This ration can be derived 
from 
a 
number of 
different 
sources, 
depending 
upon 
the 
type of work the horse is going 
to be doing. 
“ The hardest decision in train­ 
ing a horse is in selecting your 
method, since each horse is an 
individual and should be treat­ 
ed as such.” 
The horse, he says, is basical­ 
ly like any other animal, learn­ 
ing from repetition. But some 
learn faster than others. 


“ A HORSE should be treated 
with love and tenderness.” the 
young expert says, “ but at the 
same time, with a firmness so 
that he will respect his trainer in 
the same sense that a young 
child respects his father.” 
Fear must play a part in 
the instruction of a horse. 
“ But the method in which fear 
is a p p l i e d is extremely im­ 
portant.” he says. “ It can be 
the turning point in making a 
good or a bad horse.” 
Patience, too, is important. 
Dink asserts. 


“ A HORSE should never be 
rushed in any phase of the train­ 
ing ” 
Dink summarizes: “ I h a v e 
found in my experience that 
generally 
I could 
accomplish 
more with a firm but not a 
harsh voice, and with a light 
hand But this again depends up- 
on the horse. In some cases, 
the situation is reversed ” 
Dink also reminds h o r s e 
lovers that “ the horse has a 
very good and lasting memory. 
He doesn't easily forget.”

school work while in uniform.

“ IT ’S HORSES, not airplanes, 
for me.” he explains.

what I like to do.” 


TH E P R E F E R E N C E is re 
fleeted by his dress — always 
western when he’s not in his Air 
Force uniform.

Arabian stallion as a working 
cow pony,” Dink smiles, “but 
where I came from, a horse had 
to earn his keep before he could 
earn his glory.” 
The boy put his stallion in the 
feed lot and worked him at sort­ 
ing small numbers of cattle for 
an hour a day. 


“HE WAS very quick to learn 
and by the end of three months, 
he had mastered cow work,” 
Dink says with pride. 
Then Dink was recalled to the 
TV 
location. 
His assignment 
called for him to double for a 
girl, ride a horse and take a 
fall in a box canyon. 
“1 decided to use my own 
horse,” Dink relates. “This was 
his first experience with the film 
cameras. But with the assistance 
of another stunt man, 1 was able 
after three weeks of practice to 
teach the horse the proper cues 
for setting up the sequences in 
which the fall was to take place, 
lie adapted very rapidly and 
very well.” 


“ AFTER THIS success, the 
horse had graduated from the 
feed lot to the television screen. 
“ Before I finished with him, 1 
was able to do the pony express 
mount from either side and he 
would 
take 
voice commands 
from long distances — coming 
when called, backing up, stretch­ 
ing, kneeling, and raring,” Dink 
relates. 
After many appearances in TV 
episodes, a leg injury forced the 
retirement of the horse. 


“ BUT 
THOSE 
experiences 
with my first horse were a thrill 
and an education 1 would give 


anything to relive,” Dink says 
today. 
Then he adds: “ For that mat­ 
ter, I have found that in all my 
work with horses. 1 have not 
taught the horses half as much 
as 1 have learned from them.”

Fighting The Tobacco Habit- 
Understanding Freud Theories

Dr. Arthur H. Cain's “ Young 
People and Smoking" represents 
the “ soft sell” approach to the 
p r o b l e m of dissuading teen­ 
agers from taking up the ciga­ 
rette habit. 
The pretense is to simply pre­ 
sent the facts available on smok­ 
ing and the public health — then 
let the young readers make up 
their own minds. 
The benefits of smoking, ridic­ 
ulously flimsy though they are, 
are presented “ dead pan” along­ 
side the compelling hazards and 
disadvantages. 
The whole thing seems a little 
patronizing to us — as though 
our young people could not di­ 
gest the hard facts without some 
sugar-coating. And. no doubt, a 
good many of them cannot. But 
the same h o l d s true of our 
adults. And we would be ex­ 
tremely dubious that the indirect 
approach would be any more 
effective t h a n the direct with 
these. 
Still, it beholds us to take 
every measure and adopt every 
technique available and practi­ 
cal to discourage the develop­ 
ment of future generations of 
addicts to the tobacco plant. 
Nothing would be lost, and per­ 
haps a great deal gained, by 
placing this small book in the 
hands of boys and girls at the 
age where temptation to smoke 
and imitate their elders is at

its strongest — or where the 
h a b i t has already obtained a 
foothold but is not yet deeply 
ingrained. 
The book, incidentally, over­ 
l o o k s two obvious arguments 
against tobacco that created a 
stir of interest when stated in 
a recen t Independent - Journal 
editorial. 
First, rather than b e i n g a 
sign of masculinity for the boys, 
sophistication for the women, 
smoking is actually an infan­ 
tile. immature practice harken- 
ing back to the same b a s i c 
psychological roots as does the 
baby’s thumb-sucking And sec­ 
ondly. it is a dirty habit, smelly 
and untidy, and leaving a par­ 
ticularly unpleasant garbage of 
its own in its wake. 
While Dr. Cain is primarily 
interested in the health aspects 


of smoking, we think the two 
above points might well have 
been included in his persuasion 
of young readers not to adopt 
a practice that is pleasurable 
only after it becomes a habit 
and which is never missed by 
those who do not begin an ex­ 
perimentation with it. 


LU CY FR EEM A N , a special­ 
ist in newspaper stories, maga­ 
zine articles and books dealing 
with psychiatric, h e a l t h and 
welfare subjects, has u n d e r ­ 
taken in her “ Why People Act 
That W ay” the presentation of 
Sigmund Freud’s basic theories 
on a layman’s level. 
She traces the roots of psycho­ 
analysis from pre-Freud times 
until the present, relating the 
theories and sub-theories to case 
histories, and practical, day-to- 
day living. 
Infantile sexuality, the subcon­ 
scious. the role of the dream 
and the fantasy, sublimation, 
sexual drives and fears, sad­ 
ism and masochism, the slip of 
the tongue, the accident-prone, 
humor — all these and many 
other subjects that play their 
parts in Freudian theory — are 
interpreted and analyzed.

some of the mysteries of human 
behavior, you may, or may not, 
emerge from this book with that 
opinion unchanged. But whether 
you remain a skeptic or become 
a believer, it is to your advan­ 
tage that you acquire a better 
understanding of theories that 
affect each and every one of us. 


C ERTA IN TO be one of the 
m a j o r new reference publica­ 
tions of the season is the just- 
published second edition of the 
William Rose Benet-edited “ The 
Reader’s Encyclopedia.” 
The book was first issued in 
1948, and a supplement printed 
in 1955 
Since that time work 
has been under way on the revi­ 
sion that is now available after 
nearly a decade of work. 
Material in the encyclopedia 
is said to have been increased 
by nearly one-fifth. Thousands 
of new entries have been made, 
old entries re-examined and, 
when required, re-written. Illus­ 
trations have been added. And 
the emphasis has been shifted 


to those writers and works cur­ 
rently commanding the greatest 
attention. 
Some of the contents include 
biographies of leading writers 
from antiquity to today, a list­ 
ing of outstanding works in all 
literary fields with plot sum­ 
maries and character sketches 
for the most important, a folk­ 
lore catalog, glossary of literary 
terms, roster of major literary 
awards, expositions on signifi­ 
cant schools and movements in 
the arts, and biographies of 
artistic and historical person­ 
ages frequently encountered in 
reading

Marinite Richard Dillon Rescues 
An American Hero From Obscurity 


MERIW ETHER L E W I S , by 
Richard Dillon, Cow ard-M c- 
Cann Inc., 350 pages, $6.95.

Richard Dillon of Mill Valley 
has rescued a genuine American 
hero from obscurity with “ Meri­ 
wether Lewis,” a full-treatment 
biography of the man who was 
selected by President Thomas 
Jefferson to head what became 
known to history as the Lewis 
and Clark Expedition. 
Meriwether Lewis grew up in 
the same Virginia county where 
Jefferson lived. Jefferson as a 
young man knew Lewis as a 
child. Years later, after Lewis 
had served in the army and had 
some experience in other work 
— though little formal education 
— the man who was then third 
president of the United States 
appointed his former neighbor 
as his confidential secretary. 
From this arose his choice of 
Lewis to head an expedition 
seeking a water r o u t e across 
North America — and perhaps 
the long-dreamed-of Northwest 
Passage. 
Lewis recruited as second-in- 
command a former army friend, 
William Clark, younger brother 
of famed George Rogers Clark. 
Together, in three years, they 
led an expedition, m o s t l y by 
water, to the mo uth of the 
Columbia and back to St. Louis. 
Dillon’s account of the epic 
j o u r n e y is full of interest. 
Though his style tends to some 
monotony, the careful scholar­ 
ship of the head librarian of 
Sutro Library is evident through­ 
out. 
The experiences of the ex­ 
plorers are detailed fairly and 
refreshingly, until an incident 
on the return trip. On Aug. 11, 
1806, not far from the mouth of 
the Yellowstone, Lewis was shot 
in the buttocks, apparently by 
a fellow elk hunter. 
From that point on, a note of 
embarrassment seems to creep 
gradually into Dillon’s writing. 
The author has found a gen­ 
uine hero. He has drawn him, 
perhaps, a bit more than life- 
size. And when his hero — like 
many another hero — develops 
an Achilles heel, he refuses to 
admit it. 
Lewis returned to be honored 
by Jefferson, named governor 
of Upper Louisiana, awarded all 
sorts of things (including cash 
and land), and generally lion­ 
ized. In the two years that re­ 
mained of his life, however, he 
succeeded in disappointing his 
patron J e f f e r s o n and many 
other people. 
The trouble, although Dillon 
denies it, seems to have been 
alcohol. For Dillon, t r ue re­ 
searcher t h a t he is, provides 
the pieces of the story although 
refusing to tie them together. 
On July 4, 1806, the return­ 
ing explorers met a trader who 
gave them “ their first strong 
drink since July 4, 1805 ” From 
then on, everyone they met on 
the river — and t h e r e were 
quite a few — broke out the 
bottle. 
After his wounding on Aug. 11, 
Lewis turned o v e r command, 
plus writing of the journal and 
care of himself, to Clark. He 


rode the rest of the way as an 
invalid. 
Much entertained on arrival 
in St. Louis, he dawdled about 
returning to Washington—where 
Jefferson could hardly wait to 
see him—for two months. 
Appointed governor of Upper 
Louisiana in February, 1807, he 
did not reach St. Louis to as­ 
sume the office until an entire 
year later. 
Jefferson had considered that 
the journal of the trip would be 
most important. Shortly a f t e r 
his return, Lewis made arrange­ 
ments with a publisher for a 
three-volume set. He got out a 
prospectus and started pushing 
subscriptions. 
He had given Robert Frazier 
of the expedition permission to 
publish his own journal. But 
when Frazier had it ready for 
the printer, Lewis insisted on 
censoring it — and killed out so 
much there was nothing left to 
publish. He bought a journal 
written by Sergeant Ordway to 
prevent its publication. He then 
published a w a r n i n g to any 
other member of the expedition 
against publication of any jour­ 
nal — although one Patrick Gass 
refused to scare. 
He had bought up much cheap 
l a nd in the years before the 
expedition; he had inherited a 
Virginia estate; he received 
good pay for his three years on 
the trip plus a 1.500-acre land 
grant on return. 
Yet in the summer of 1809, 
when a federal clerk refused 
payment of an $18 70 draft, he 
panicked—because he was thou­ 
sands of dollars in debt and had 
drawn many o t h e r drafts he 
feared he would be turned down. 
He started for Washington — 
borrowing money en route for 
the trip. He once had to be 
taken off the boat, drunk, and 
held for 12 days before being 
allowed to go on. He was bab­ 
bling to himself a few hours 
before he either killed himself 
or was murdered b e s i d e the 
Natchez Trace on Oct. 11, 1809. 
His journals of the expedition, 
still not completed, were in his 
saddle bags. 
Richard Dillon was too honest 
to leave these facts out of his 
biography. He would have en­ 
hanced his work had he not 
tried to discount or conceal their 
significance. The hero had had 
his hour — and it was a great 
one while it lasted. 


ready chronicled the sinking of 
the USS Indianapolis in “ Aban­ 
don Ship” and the sea battle off 
Guadalcanal in “ Salvo,” does a 
thorough job in telling of the 
fight for Iwo Jim a.

But between and 
among the marching and the 
death, the fighting and the filth, 
the starving and the sorrow, he 
attended b a l l s and weddings, 
d ined with friends and read 
their books — for the war was 
fought in his country. The house 
in flames was his neighbor’s 
house; the girl at the window 
had been his date.

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Tuberous Begonias: 
To Be Planfed Soon 


Begonias of various kinds sup­ 
ply a lot of pleasure in the home 
and garden. 
The fibrous-rooted varieties 
make excellent border plants; 
the Rex begonia is a beautiful 
foliage subject for indoor color 
—but the most spectacular of all 
is the summer-flowering tuber­ 
ous begonia. 
This is the variety that has 
made California, and more par­ 
ticularly the Santa Cruz area, 
famous throughout the world. 


FLOWERS OF the tuberous 
begonia are great imitators. One 
of them resembles the daffodil, 
another the carnation, a third 
the camellia and a fourth the 
rose. 
The most popular strain was 
derived from the best features 
of the carnation, camellia, rose 
forms. 
It 
is called 
“ ruffled 
double.’’ The huge flowers have 
a loosely formal arrangement of 
petals with fimbriated margins 
and are available in separate 
colors of red, crimson, yellow, 
orange, apricot, salmon pink, 
rose pink and white. 
The tuberous begonia has two 
planting seasons. 


TUBERS are planted in March, 
while they are dormant. In April 
small seedling plants become 
available. Usually the seedlings 
are used to plant fairly large 
beds in the shade garden and 
the tubers used to fill in small 
spots and for pot plants, in 
which they excel. 
Your nurseryman will have the

tubers on display soon, with pic­ 
tures in natural co'ror to show 
the kind and color of flower you 
may expect from your pur­ 
chase. 
Usually you can have a choice 
of small and large-size tubers. 
Choose the largest size for pot 
plants and smaller for outdoor 
bedding. 


SET THE tubers on a cushion 
of peat moss and leaf mold, con­ 
tained in a wooden flat. Barely 
cover with the same material 
and keep moist, but not wet. 
As soon as the leaves are big 
enough to show definite “ points” 
to the leaves (one or two inches 
tall) they are ready for trans­ 
planting. Use this planting mix­ 
ture: One part each of topsoil. 
sand, peat moss, leaf mold, or 
just buy a bag of “planting mix” 
from your nurseryman. 
The leaf points determine the 
direction in which the flowers 
face, so when the plants are set 
in pots or ground, keep this in 
mind. 
Begonias 
like 
filtered 
sunlight, as beneath a tree. They 
will not bloom or grow properly 
in deep shade. 


IRRIGATE 
WITH overhead 
sprinkling in early morning or 
late afternoon, but never during 
the middle of the day. Flowers 
to float in bowls should be pick­ 
ed according to same schedule, 
while the stems are plump with 
water. 
A very popular form of the 
Tuberous Begonia is the “hang­ 
ing basket.” 
The stems are slender and 
drooping, the foliage and flow­ 
ers smaller than their upright- 
growing 
cousins. 
The 
color 
range is almost as varied as the 
ruffled doubles; basic colors be­ 
ing white, red. pink, yellow. 
You can start tubers in flats 
and when they reach the “ point” 
size set two or three plants in 
a 12 inch or larger basket in the 
same soil as recommended for 
pot plants. Don’t put up the bas­ 
kets until the stems have started 
to trail over the sides and don’t 
forget to give them a regular 
schedule of watering, preferably 
from the end of a hose to which 
has been attached a flow-soften­ 
ing nozzle.

For Sowing Of 


Annuals, Says He 


W. O. Gropius, veteran Ross 
flower gardener, takes 
issue 
with a California Assn. of Nur­ 
serymen suggestion that grow­ 
ers can proceed with the sowing 
of annual seeds in the opeir 
ground or in flats for later trans­ 
planting. 
“ Not in Marin,” he says. “ It’s 
much too early, and the ground 
is too cold.” 
Early planting can, he ad­ 
vises, simply cost you the price 
of your seeds when a frost 
strikes. And even seeds sown in 
flats, Gropius says, do not ger­ 
minate suitably outdoors in our 
still too cool temperatures. 
Gropius prefers to wait until 
April for sowing his annuals.

THEY 
WERE 
probably as 
intrigued as we are by a shrub 
that will grow to giant propor­ 
tions and yet produce perfect, 
showy flowers; and they ex­ 
pressed 
their 
admiration 
by 
naming it for the w o r l d ’s 
favorite flower, the rose. 
Yet the rhododendron is more 
than just a giant, rose-like flow­ 
er that can grow as big as a 
tree. It is a basic, broad-leafed 
evergreen that has become in­ 
creasingly important in land­ 
scape design. 
There are varieties 
in all 
sizes, shapes and colors, suit­ 
able to every plan from the 
smallest scaled planting in the 
vest-pocket garden to masses 
of shrubbery on a large estate. 
And. thanks to hybridizers who 
have been working with this 
shrub to develop varieties that 
will do well in various areas, 
many rhododendrons are being 
successfully grown in sections 
of California that never enjoyed 
them before. 


SO IF YOU’VE been hesitating 


to grow this showy shrub be­ 
cause you are afraid we haven’t 
the climate for it, hesitate no 
longer. 
According to the California 
Assn. of Nurserymen, if you 
can create a climate for azaleas, 
fuchsias, tuberous begonias and 
ferns, you can grow rhododen­ 
drons without any special fuss. 
Just stick to varieties that do 
well 
in 
our 
particular 
area 
(your 
local 
nurseryman 
will 
stock only these, so you don’t 
have to worry on that score), 
give them the location, soil, 
moisture and feeding he recom­ 
mends, and you’ll be rewarded 
with a long season of blazing 
beauty and a splendid addition 
to your all-year garden design. 


GARDENERS CHECKLIST 


Here is the Marin gardener’s 
checklist for the coming week: 


I^Y ou can still plant deciduous 
fruit trees bareroot. If you’re 
short on space, consider the new

You get 
full sized fruit on a shrub-size 
tree. 
jXSet the stage for your sum­ 
mer garden show by putting in 
warm-weather bulbs now. Plant 
callas in soil well enriched with 
manure.

gladiolus plantings to insure a 
succession of bloom. Amaryllis, 
cannas, tuberoses, and Zephyr 
Lilies are also available at nur­ 
series and should go in now.

Roses and trees should be 
fed around the drip line now, 
and 
camellias 
appreciate 
a 
light application of acid fertilizer 
right after blooming. Check with 
your nurseryman on the right 
plant foods to use. 
jXNew varieties of camellias 
are in bloom at your nursery. 
This is the best time to move 
them into your garden because, 
unlike other plants, camellias 
bloom while they are dormant, 
so you can plant them without 
disturbing their winter nap. So 
browse around, select y o u r 
favorites, and plant them now.
